they would ſay as the Inhabitants of Cansandid, when 
they ſaw the mourning for old Jacob in the floare o 
eArad , This is a grievous mourning 10 England ;, and 
would certainly enquire , What Prince? what great man 
is this day fallenin our Iſraell > But you , who knew

-phert in the Churches name, of the ſmall 
number of thegood, and the great mulit- 
tude of evill men in the dayes wherein 

he lived, The pancety of goodmea is 
ierdowne inanclegane compariſon : they are as the 
ſcanerings after the In-gatherings of the ſummer fruit , as 
the prape gleanings after the Vintage, here and there a 
berry inthe top of a bough, not an whole clufter any- 
where left ro ear. She needed fall cluſters; che worke 
ſhe hadtodoe required many able hands, and gratious 
hearts, There were cluſters enough of v4/e ones, whole 
boughes,whole trees, whole hedge rowes of ſuch were 
to be found every where, Every Family, every fſtreer, 
Town, and City abounded with them. There were 
Prances that were opprefſours, [xdgrs who received 
bribes, grea: mex uttering their miſchievous deſires, a 
werld ot prope who lay xn wat for bloud. who could hunt e- 
very manhis brother with a nit, that could doe exill with 
both hands earneſtly, the beſt of thems as a briar, the moſt up- 
right ſharper then a thoyne hedge; bur (ach a thin ſcattering 
of men willing and fir for the ſervice of God and his 
Church, chat if one ſearched as diligently as Dogenes 
didn Athens at noon Cay for an honeſt man, hee was 
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hardly to be found. Bur how comes the Church to be 
thus empty? had ſhe never any better tore » O yes! /®/+2: 
ſhe had preczens Sonnes,comparable io fine Gold; She had 
Nazarites, purer then Snow, whiter then Milke : Ar the 
firſt ſhe had her T«dges, that were upright and wiſe; her 
Prophers,chat taughe them the feare of the Lord ; her 
Preefts and Levites pure , who bore the Veſſells of the 
Sancuarie:ſhe bad her »:ghty men,and the men of warre; 
the honourable man and the Counſellor, the cunning Artife- 
cer, and the eloquent Oratow': She had every place furni- 
ſhed with men of renown, +!;-'7 brone, the Campe, the 
Senate, the Coliedge,the City, but in her greatelt need 
they were well nigh all gone, How gone? Were they 
apoſtatiſed? hac + .. » voluntarily left her? No nej- 
ther; bur ever per2ſhc',cur off before their time,and for 
theſe chings ſhe weeps, ber eyes run downe with teares,, and 
the cries out, Woe 25 mee, becauſe the comforters which 
ſhould refreſh her ſoul are removed farre from her. O Eng- 
land, England, | (ce thy woetull tace in this Glaſle: this 
Texr holds out a type of thy {ad condition, Bur I pro- 
ceed tothe words, woe is me, the good man is periſhed ou; 
of the earth. herein obſerve thele two things, Firſt, 
The ſtate and condition of the Church znthas Prophets dazes, 
Thegood man is periſhed out of the earth. Secondly , The 
(burches ſexſibleneſſe of hey preſent condition, Woe zs me 

or it. 
F The words needno great explicatzen, only let us en- 
quire what is meant by the good wan: Secondly, what 
by the good manspereſbing. 

By a good man in the largeſt ſenſe is meant a godly man, 
a holy man, a righteous man , but more ſtr;#h, here 


a good man is an aſefall man, ſuch are inſtruments of good 
B 2 6 
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to others, ſuch as are good 1agiftrates, the pillars of a 
Srare, who execure judgement and juſtice in the pate: 
a Morderat,vino leeks the wealth of bas people,and procures 

eace to all his ſeed, Orgood Miniſters, {ach an one as 
Jehojada, who did good inltſracll. luch an one as Barya- 
bas, a good maj and full of the holy Ghoſt, by whoſe Mini- 
ſtrie much people were added unto the Lord, A g20d Fahey 
in a Family ; as eAbraham,who teaches all his children ths 
feare of the Lord : Thus ſome interpret chat place, Rom, 
5.7. Scarcelyfor a righteous man wall one dye , yet perad- 
vexture for a good man ſome would even dare to die; that 
chough they would hardly die ro excuſe an 9r4inay 
man though godly, yer ſome eminent uſefull man, they 
would not onely wich the $ alathians pluck out their eyes, 
but lay downe theic [ves for them, 

Secondly, what by per;ſh1#7;how the good man mgy 
be ſaid ropersſh. You know to periſhin the common 
acceptation is taken in the worſt ſenſe, to be cur off from 
the Land of the living by the hand of God in wrath 
and tury, andrheir foules caſt for ever into the pir of 
. Hell; burtthus the good man periſh-th nor:though rhe 
wicked be drzven away to Hell in hes wickedneſſe, yer the Yighs 
teous bath hope in his death. Buthere to periſh, and elie- 
where is to dye zmmaturely, unſeaſonably , to bee cut off 
from the place where they were »ſeful,and conjd ill be 
ſpared. Manyexcellenrt lefſons doe theſe words hold 
torthunto us: Asfirft 

'The Prophet makes the Churches condition his 
own,with Aaron bearing them on his ſhoulders,on kis 
breſt-plate, yea in his very heart, If it be il] with the 
Church, you maydiſcerneir in his countenance,heare 
it by his ſpeech, If well, by che cheerefullneſle of his 

ſpirit 
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ſpirit, If they be afflicted, he mournes;if they rejoyce, 
he is cheerefull with rhem. 

Sccondly.the Prophet obſerves all his people,whoſe 
faces ſtard rowards heavez , who looke another way; 
who are Saints, whoare Children of Belial;is diligent 
to know the ſtace of his flock. 

Thicdly,that ir is ao new thing to find inthe Church 
of Cod, many evill, and fewgood:; in Gods field, mar; 
tares, lule good Corne; in Bis Barne floar, much chafte,and 
Inile Wheat; in his great houſe, many Veſs'ls of diſhonour, 
| and few of honour; many ſtones, few preczous [lones: in his 
. drag. Net abundance of weeds, many bad Fiſhes, and few 
good ones; in his Vineyard, many wilde grapes, and few 
right Grapes. 

Fourthly, And this alſo; that even thoſe few God!y 
men,which are the Churches Treaſure, areſubje& ro 
Death,even immacure and untimely death, as well] as 
others. Bur I paſſe over all theſe, with a bare mention 
of them;and confine my lelfe to thele two Obſervations, 
25 moſt cleerly held torthin the Text, and ſuitable to 
this (ad meeting. 

Firſt, that the moſt excellent and uſeful! men , are often 
takes away , when the Church could ill ſpare them. The 
Churchartihis rimec did abound (as wee alſo now doe) 
with Sons of BeJial, compaſſed about with many Ene- 
mies,and therefore neededthe firft Tipe fraits, many 
choiſe Inſtraments, and yet thoſe very few Shee had 
were now taken away : the good man is periſhed out of the 
Earih, 

Secondly, that when God doth this, it ts amatter of ſad 
Ln 4'0e 15 mee, the good Man is periſhed, (7c. 
Thefirft of thele,that God often takes away choafeſt men, DoF, 1, 
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God oft takes Men tnore precious then Gold, then the fine Gold of

Ophir, #hen the Church hath greateſt need of them, hath, 
(alaſſe) abundance of ſad evidence; A whole Cloud of 
witneſ]es might eaſily be brought in: A large Catalogue 
of Examples. Abe,the firſt Flower that evergrew in 
the Lords Garden, crop oft as ſoone as blowne,and in 

him all the ſeed of the Woman devoured by the ſeed 
of the Serpent;ſlain by the eldeſt ſonne of reprobation; 
So Moſes and Aaron, when the Iſraelites were to take 
poſſeſſion of the Land of Canaan, to ront out thirtie 
Kingdomes, to (et up both Church and Common-wealth, 
theſe long experienced and able Lealers, Prince and 
Prieſt, taken off in the very beginning of che work,and 
all ſcemto be left ro raw heads and hands, that know 
not how to manage ic: ſo Eſha the man of God fell 
ſick anddied, when in the judgemeat even of a wicked 
King, he was all the Charzors and Horſemen of Iſrael, all 
the ſtrength they had left: So 7efiab, that rare and ex- 
cellent Prince,who ſcemed to be creared as a new Srar, 
purpoſely ro ſhine in thoſe darkſome times, cut off in 
che midft of his work, for whoſe death Jeremiah com- 
poſed the whole book of the Lamentations: Andin 
the Chriſtian Churchyin the beginning of it, when all 
the World was to be ſubdued co the faith ot Chriſt, 
The Harveſt very great and the Labourers but few, 

Tohn che Bapieſt, a greater Prophet then whom was 
never borne of a woman, comming in the ſpirit and 
power of Elzas, toturn the heart of the fathers ro the 
children; and the heart of the children to the fathers, 
and che diſobedient ro the inftrugion of the wiſe , ta- 

ken away violently, after but twoorthree years work, 
Whiles he was making ready a people for the Lord :

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James the brother of 7ohn, one of the Pillars, one 
ot thechief Apoſtles, cut off by the ſword;and Stephen 
a rare man, full of the Holy Ghoſt, whoſe wiſdom and 
ſpiric che enemie was nor able co reſiſt, exceedingly 
ficred to convince the [ewes, and to prove thar Teſws 
was the very Chriſt, ſuddenly raken oft, and knocked 
on the headin a popul1rrumule and commotion : And 
now of late, our Edward thefixth, another Tofiab, when 
this Land hail been long in bondage unto Az!ichrift, 0+ 
verwhelmed with the darkneſſe of Idolatry ard Sn- 
perſtition, and ſeemed to be purpoſely raiſed up to 
bring light and ſalvation to this dcſolate Land , while 
he was preparing this wildernes to be the Lords fruir- 
full Vineyard, planting ir with che choiſeſt Vines, and 
ſ-cting upa Wine Preſſe in the midſt of it, walling ir, 
and fencing it about, after five or ſixe years labours, 
fuddenly ſnatched away.,So the incomparable King of 
Sweden, brought over the Baltick Sea by the hand of 
God to reſtore the ruines of Germanre, travelling in 
the greatneſle of his ſtreogeh, and working lirrle leſſe 
then wonders for two or three yeares togecher, and 
drawing the eyesof all men cowards him , as the man 
that ſhould undoubefully have delivered that woefull 
Countrey; in a moment this brighe Sun ſer, ſoon afrer 
his rifing : Yea,fince this very Parliament, when there 
was never more work nor fewer hands; Religion to be 
reformed, Liberties to be recovered, great offendors 
to bepunifhed, and all che Gates of Hell opened co 
hinder us, todevoure us, yet of thoſe few how many 
of our choiſeſt Nobles, Parliament men, ſoaldiers and 
Miniſters, hath the hand of God deprived us of ? Bur 


what need we ſeek for more examples, when our 
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ſed Lordand Saviour Icſus Chriſt was himſelf cur off 
from out of the Land of che living , when he had nor 
attainedthe one half of the age of man. 

This is one of the Lords ſtrangeſt works, a worke 


1 eby hY0- wherein his enemies often rejoice, and his people 


mourne , the reaſon therefore ſhould diligently bee 
ſought out; in which enquiry wee (hai! find, that he, 
whoſe wocksare all done with unſearchable wiſdome 
and for excellent ends, doth hereby fic{t provide for hzs 
owne glory.and thar manie waies, 

As firſt, he often takes away inſtruments, that it may 
be known that his Church and Caule is not ſupported 
by them, bur by himſelt alone; that che Pillars of che 
Church are nor borne up by any created ſtrength, bur 
by him, ho meaſareth the water in the hollow of bis hand, 
and weighs the Moantaines in the Scales, and the Hills i 4 
Ballance; that men may know, when the youths farm: and 
be wearze, and the young men mterly fall , the moſt aGtive 
and able Inſtruments. brought co nothing, yer the 
Churchis carried znhis boſome, and by him alone ſhall 
renew ats (brengih, and mount up with wings as an Eagle,run 
and not be wearze, walke and not be faint. 

Secondly,ro ſet our his wiſdome and the aboundance 
of ſpiritzin providing varictie of inſtruments: he pur- 
polely takes ſome away to make way for others, asin 
the frame of the world the varietic of the creatures 
indued with their ſeverall abilicics doe all ſerve for 
che beauty and good of the Vniverſe: and thereby (er 
forch the wiſdome as well as the power of the Crea;or:; 
ſo here Adoſes ſhall have one parr, /oſhuah another;Aud 
Toſhuah ſhal do as excellently in Canaan as Moſes in the 
#ildewiſſe, ke (hall honour God as much in rhe 212/zr4- 
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xy part, as the other intie legall: £/2hwa youngmenthall 

convince ob, and compeill him rogive glery ro God, 

when other wiſe and graczow men, muth older then his fa- 

ther, had loug wiangled with him t«© lictle purpoſe: E. 

Liſha, who pov re d water upon Eltjahs bands ſhall work 

more miracles th! his Maſter did; vea.

excellent fo ever. 1 begin with rhis firſt, becauſe iris our 
great and generall finne, that we either vzlzfie or derfic 
all Gods inſtruments, either reſpetiag them lefſeor 
moze then God will have us:if God give us any pre- 
cious jewels, we deal as the 1ſrachites did inthe wilder- 
neſſe, turne our golden Eare-Rings intoan Idol, and 
thereby change our glory into our ſhame and milery, 
offering infinite injury uno God, who gives us theſe 
meanes toule, but ror ro depend upon; to bring us 
neerer to him, not as we finſully make them occaſions 
to draw us ſurther from him; this is a very grear finne, 
whereby we loſe the rafle of Gods goodneſſe , while wee 
cheoſe to reſpet the ſtream rather then the Fountain, 
and even take our heart off from God. and ſtay roo much 
upon the creature, making our comfort to ebbe and 
flow according as theſe weak props doe break or hoid, 
aud even compel! God ro deprive us of them, as Ezekiab u- 
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uſed the Brazen Serpent, re(-rving ir inan honourable 
(hrine (6 long a5 tt was but looked upon, as a monu- 
ment of Gods del:verance; But when once they wenr a 
whoring ater it,\© br ak zt inpreces;and that they might 
know, it was but Ne'uſhrax, a piece of Braffe: thus doe 
we break our l{taves in leaning ton hard upon them. Ir 
is confidently reported that the King of Sweden a licele 
before his death told ſome inward (friends, that he ve- 
cily teared God would not ule him long, becauſe che 
people atcributed more co him then was due rt» a more 
tal! man;andI feare this ſinne coſts us deare at this day, 
we have over-valued our Parliamenrs,our Armies. oar 
Treaſures, our intereſts in the hearts of the people, 
leaned too much upon them, looked too little unto 
God, who hath therefore brought us low in moſt of 
theſe. To my owne knowledge,ſome good men have

Certainly,whoever lookes for 
much from men,how excellent ſoever, will prove like 
men who goro lotteries, with their head full of hopes, 
and returne with their hearts full of blankes. 

Let therefore every one whom God hath firted for 
any ſervice, doe what thezr hand finaes to dve wth all thezy 
power: this is Solomons counle), Eccleſ. 9, andupon this 
verie ground, whatſoever thy hand findeth to doe, doc 
it with all thy might,for there is neither worke,nor de- 
vice,nor knowledge, nor wiſdome in the Grave, whi- 
ther thou goelſt; as it he ſhould have ſaid, rhou knoweſt 
not vow long God will uſe theelay nvt up thy Talent in 
a Napkin, thy Maſter may ſuddenly call thee to an acs 
count for it. This made our blefied Lord rake fo much 
paines, Jobx 12,8 13,14,15,16, & 17, Chapters, delive- 
ring all that excellent matter in one evening; becauſe 
hee was to leave them the xexe Day; This made 
Paulcontinue his Preaching at Treas untill mid-nighr, 
becauſe hee was the wex: Morning to bee gone from 
thence: this very Argument was thought vpon and ap- 
plied by our bleed >aw;0ur unto himlelf, ohn 11. wi 
when his Diſciples would have perſwaded him not ro 
hazard himſelfe among the 7ews, who lately ſought to. 
ſtone him,an{wered, Are there not twelve boures an the lay, 
muſt I not doe theworke of him who ſent me. while it w called 
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to day, when ni: my COmes no man can works God hath 
firred thee with many Excelleat Talemts, with Wiſdome 
and Vn: ler ſtanding, with place of Office and Authoruy ; 
wich anereſt en Friends, wit! h frength of Boy, and couraye 
of Sparit, and bv all theſe pur (ome beames of his owne

Srudy doore, Wmſler veriz es, boc age; Thou art a Mi- 
niſter of the Wor rd, atrendro chis worke: and thinke 
often how ancomfortable' it wcu'd be to thee, if Gonp 
thould rake thee off in the midft of thy race, when thon 
taſt burnt oue much of thy Candle in play, wherein 
rhou ſhou!deft nave done much; of thy Matte ers worke, 
And Second'y, let the thought of rais keep rhee from 
being high minded, thinke n5t 200 xnuch d: Ag Upon 
thee, it may- bee thou | Imagineſt whar oreat i ced the 
Church or Stare, the City, Parih, or Family, hath of 
thee, or thy paris and abzluies, S Suppoſe they have, are 
theſe things 1h; owne, are they not thy Maſters i alents, 
for which thou muſt be countable, and for which taou 
wile be condemncd as a 1hiefe, for wichholdi vg chat 
which was thezr due and noneof ibmne;bur I tell chee,God 
hathnoneccd of thee,crhou ar, obliged to him for uſing 
thee, he is not obligedtor hee; he can do his work withs 
out thee, and raiſe xp chem whom thou thinkeit mean» 
ly of, to doe greater things then choa-canſt imagine:

ved, this Market will not lovg laſt, afier a little while the 
Goſpel will be taken from your Nation, and whoever thenzs to 
ſetk in this great work, will miſerably wander in the darke, 
and ly: down in ſorrow. Let me th: refore perſwade you to grue 
all diligence while this light ſhines, to get your calling and te 
lettion made ſure, Thus Chriſt there preſleth icupon 
his hearers, and let us urge it upon our own ſouls, neg« 
le& no opportunity of drawing our from good andule- 
full men, what God hath pur into them tor cur good, 
becauſe we know not how lopg they ſhall abide with 
us:I' any of us have any choice or excellent book which 
is our owne, we commonly read it at leaſure, now and 
then a leaf or ewo, bur ifit be borrowed,and we know 
not how ſoon the owner may call for it, we lir-up night 
and day, till we have gathered all the flowers out of it; 
rus 
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thus did Elba the ſervant of E/;a4,when he once knew 
that his Maſter was ſhortly to be taken frombimhe would 
nor part a moment from his preſence , but endeavoured 
earneftly to get as much of his ſpirit as was poſſible: 
O, it this wiſdome were in us! that conſidering the 
Prophets,and other ſervants of God, doe not live with 
us forever, we might uſe them as 7acob did the Angel, 
not let them depart till we have got our bleſſing from 
chem.

heat ex and earth, the Sea and all that is therein; which kee- 
pethiruth for evey: the Lordſball r aig ne for evermore, even 
thy God, O Sion, unto all generations: This ule the 
a\flicted Church made of w, 7ſa:zah, 63.13, \Vhen 
they had conſidered the daics of old , and how 
all inftraments and means of merciec had bur their time, 
and how the Lord was alwaies the ſame , they fit down 
with this meditation, Dowbtleſſe, © Lord,ychou art our fa- 
ther: though Abraham be ignorant of ,and Iſrael acknow- 
leage us not, wee are paſt receiving any benefit from 
them, thou O Lord art our Father, our Redeemer, thy name 
i5 from everlaſting : This uſe did Aſaph alſo make of ir, 


F (al, 73. when he had confideredno: onely the worlds 
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vanity,and worldly mens vanity, but the vanity of what- 
ever earthly thing was moſt like for to comfort bims bus: 
fi-ſlrfarled, ant bis beart fazled: and. how that che Lord 
alone was the frength of his heart,and his prrizon for ever, 
he conciudes a!l with this, ver. 20, It z5 good for mee 49: 
draw nyhio Ged,and put my t7uſt inthe Lord God, And ve- 
rily.fo long as weare ſtrangers to this, wee ſha!l be as 
Szint [ames his double-minded man , wnſtabl: in all our 
rares;as the wreds, whicharedriven every way where 
tne <bling and flowing Sea damn carrie rheam; and asthe 
copps of Trees, whic2are driven with every wind, this 
way 2nd chat way: bat if once we had learned tr make

Take a briefe Applicationof this Leſſon ,and I have 
done my Sermon. Firſt, Would God have his people

No, we arc rather like that wretched peo- 
ple, who when the righteow periſhed, and mercifull men 
were taken away(rhough ir were from the evil ro come) 
were fo farre {rom laying it ro bearc aright,that they 
baniſhed all ſerious thoughts from them, every one 
looking 10 their owne way; (ome to their gaize, others to 
their pleaſure: Come ye, ſay they, I wall fetch wane, and 
well fill owr ſelves with ſlrong drinke, and to morrow 
ſhall be as thu day , and much more abundant ;, and this 
even mhen the righteous periſhed. Verily this is our car« 
riage; the Lord deprives us of theſe excellent men, 
and we (it may be for a moment ) bewaile their Joffe 
in ſome paſſionate expretſion, ſaying, There ts 4 brave 
man leſt! I am ſorry ſuch a man is dead! cc, aud rhen 
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every one goeth on againe in his owne way : As 
have ſeen a Hen (pardon an homely fimilizade) goe 
clocking and ſcraping in rhe midſt of her Chickens; 
then comes rhe Kire, and ſnarcheth away firſt one, 
then another, then a third, rill all are gone; and the 
Hen bruſtles and fluttersa lirtle when any is ſnaeched 
away, bur returns inſtantly to her ſcraping and pick- 
ing,asit ſhe had loſtrorhing: Even {o doe wee, pre- 
ſearly forgertring our great loſſes, bur no man ſircing 
alone by himſclie, ro enquire #/ a: God bath done? and 
what He meanes to doe with 15? or ,, what we have done t9 
provoke him thus far againſt us? thruſting ſuch thoughts 
far away from us, paſſixg by on the other ſide ot rhe 
wa, as the Preejt and Levite did bythe wounded man, as 
if ic nothing concerned us : O, Beioved, this wofaull 
fecurity and regardleſneſſe of ours , is one of the {ad- 
det rokens of Gods purpoſe ſtill co bring us lower; 
Ic was the Prophet Hoſea his complaint againſt Iſra- 
e1,a litzle-before their urtrer ruine, S!rangers have de- 
woured his ſtrength, and he knew it not + gray haires were 
bere and there upon him, and he regarded it not : The loſſe 
of good men was one of his gray hays, which argued his 
declining , and his zot-regarding it was the ſaddeſt ewe 
dence ot his zncurabl:nejſe; the Lordin mercy make ns 
ſenſible of theſe heavie ſtrokes before it be too late, 
leſt we prove like them of the ofd world , who did eat 
and drink, marry and give tn marriage, and would know 
nothing, «nil/ the flood came, and ſwept them all away, 
Secondly, bur how exceedingly doth this diſcover 
the wickedneſſe, the divellaſhneſse of the ſpirics of a ge- 
neration of men amongit us, who are ſo far trom be- 
moaning and lamenizng the lofle of good men, _ 
| they 
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they have no greacer joy orconrenr, then to heare of 
their fall; who, with the Edomites , rejoice over the /1147 x. 
Chutch in the day of ther deſiruAon, and ſpeake proudly . 
inthe day of therr diſtreſſe who ſay wich Tyrw, Ahagnow E275, 26.2 
1 ſhall be rep!-mſh:4, ſince they are brought low 5 who, 
with the in'tubi:aars of rae carth, Rev.in, rezozred {v rx. 10 
when the two Wi.n'{ſes mere halled, and ſent gifts one t0 a+ 
oh, becaule rh ic Wirnciles tormented them wath 
thcir prophetying whitett they lived, Burſtay, pro- 
fane and w:CKes many (it any luch be here)and lerme 
a li: le reaſon wich chees VWhart ſuch cauſe is there 
of ri;y rejoiciry? art thou a gazner by their deaths ? 
doPY 1i,001agt0coreft more ſafely, becaule the pil- 
lays ci tix I gule which covers thee are rater away? 
La thug ay ſaurer footing, becauſe the bough is cur 
wh. 214-912 hon treadeſt ; becauſe the rhread is cut- 
ting aiv'(5:, whereby the ſword hangs which is over 
thy head, arc thou therefore furriher from danger ? or 
doit rhon conceive that God bath raken chem away 
togratihe thee? is ir pottivle for thee io chinke that 
they who are thus precious in his eyes,whio are to kim 
as the apple of his owne eye, are by him removed for 
any advantage to thee, whom his ſoule j arerh? 1 ell 
thee nay; [tell tace,it cho weighclt chings ſoriwvilly, 
thou ſhalc finde rheir [fe was whiy 2arme, 4G NEW death 
thy lojſe ; becauſe it aſſures thee, jr/? :114: thou art now 
deprived of them, who purup many a p'ajer for i9ce; 
wv ho ſtood inthe gap, to turne away wrat a from mee z 
for whoſe ſake :hos faredlt che bercer every day, bud 
delightipg to doe good tothe place wher. t's Chute 
dren lived. And (ſecondly, thiir dearh aſſures ce, 
that thou alſo muſt dye *!f the greene tree be cut domne, => 
2 rv 
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dry muſt not long eſcape;% nor only dze,but ater rhydeath 
thou muſt come to judgment,and heir foules whom thou 
thus haced'ſt will give mott terrible evidence againſt 
thee, of all the ungodly deeds which thou haſt ungodly com- 
mitted :; and of all the barred, ſpate, and bard ſpeeches, 
which thon haſt thus long exerciſed and ſpoken a- 
oainſt them: the very ſight of whom at that day 
will hb: more dreadful! corhee,then rhe moſt terrible 
Lyon, av terrible as Dearth, or hell ic (elfe. 

Thirdly, and laſtly, would God have the death of 
his Saints thus to be lamenced; then(Ryght Honouran 
ble and Beloved) learne the right and oxely way toatrain 
that which (I know) all your Soules deſire, even to be 
defired whilit you /rve, and lamented when you dye: a 
thing ſo naturally engraven in the heart of every 
man, thatnothing can bemore; to have anEternall 
and Honourable Memoriall ; Ego þ bonam famam ſer- 
vavero ſat ero felix,ſaid theheathen man. You have read 
of Hcrod,thar Monſter of men,who perceiving the ap- 
proaching of his death, cauſed the flower of all the 
Jewes tobe apprehended, impriſoned, and to be mur- 
chered at rhe inſtant of his death, that he might have 
lamegcation to accompany his death and Funerals: 
aor was there,amongſt the Hearhens,any thing eſtee- 
med a greater plague, then ro dye unlamented, and 
their Hemoriallto be buried in obſcurity, or remain 
ininfamy: Andlbelicve there is nor a man in this 
great Aſſembly, who would nor efteeme himſelfe ex- 
cremely miſerable, to be, with J-hojakim,buricd with 
the Burzall of an 3ſſe; to live undeſired, a.d to dye wn- 
lamemed: Now know for certain th'only way to pre- 
veat this, and to bee truely honour'd inlifc. and be 
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waildin death, is to bee good men, ro ſerve Godand 
his Church faithfully in your generarion. Ir may be 
{ome of you as yer doe not think ſo, being accuſtomed 
onely to bee flatter'd and danbed up, and made to be- 
lieve thar you are as great in orher mens eyes, as you 
are in your owne; that becauſe(wirth Dzves)you ſwim 
in pleaſure, weare {oir Raimenryfare deliciouſly every 
day , & enjoy the worldly accompliſhments of health, 
wit, honour, friends, &c. though in che meane time 
vou be ſtrangers from God, and it may be, enemies to 
him, his wayes, his ſervants, and his ordinances : but 
could you know how meanly you are zow eſteemed by 
them who are beſt able co judge of things that differ, 
even by God, his 4ngels,and »armts : andcouldft thou 
oueſſe the diſcourſes will bee of thee when thou arc 
dead,thou wouldit certainly think otherwiſe. Do bue 
liften abroad in the world, and thou maiſt diſcerne 
what is ſpoken of them, who in their life time bleſt 
themſelves as much as thou canſt doe: Is ſuch a No- 
ble Man dead? bleſſed be God, who hath rid his Church 
ofa great enemy: Is ſuch a r:c<h Mandead? the world 
is well rid of a grip:ng Vſurer , a cruell Oppreſſor, a 
Mammoniſl, who had his portion in this World: Is 
ſuch a grear Schollay dead? God bee praiſed for it, his 
learning and parts were imployed onely for the hure 
of the Church of Chriſt - Is ſuch az ozegone? then 
ther's a curſed blaſphemer, a profane iwearer, an un- 
cleane adulrerer, a ſwiniſh Drunkard, a dangerous 
ftumbling blocke ,ourt of the way of the Saints happi- 
ly removed : This or the like talke will be of thee 
when thou arr gonc, if thy life bee ſucha one: and, 
which is work of all . thine. immorrall ſoule for cver 
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ſanke into a lake , buraing wich fire and brimſtone, 
where is nothing bur weepsng, wayling, and gnaſhing of 
tecth for evermore: but could(t thou withafingle heart, 
give up thy ſelfe eo bee good, and doe good, every one 
who hath intereſt in Heaven would beg chy Lefe; and 
when thy worke is done,and thou gathered to thy Fas 
thers, every godly Mans eye would lament thee every 
one of their :ongues would prazſe thee ; thy memoriall 


ſhould be Crowned by them all: Yea, God him(elte 
would make rhy Funerall Oration, rather then rhy 
work ſhould nor praiſe thee in tue Gares ; and,which 
is beſt of all, thy ſoule ſhall enjoy the trulc of all in 
Everlaſting life and glory, 
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Nd now th more particular Applica:ion of all 

—A this, brings me directly to the 1ad occaſion of 
this preſent meeting; even to lament the fall of rhe; 
choice and excellent man, in whoſe death che AJ. 
mighey teſtiftes againſt us, and even fills us with gall 
and wormwood. I know you come hither to mourn, 
ſo fally prepared for ir, that although am bur a dull 
Orarour to move paſſhon, I may ſerve well enough ry 
draw out thoſe tears, wherewith your hearts and eyes 
are (o big and full : there is noneed to call for the 
mourning women, that they may come « and for cunning 
women, that they may take up a wailing, to helpe your -yes 
to run downe with teares, and your eye-lids to guſh out with 
waters : the very looking downe upon this Beere, and 
the naming of the wan whole corps are here plac £4, 
anda very little ſpeech of his worth, and our milc1a- 
ble loſle, is enough to make this Aſſembly (like Ka. 
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/ chel) nor on)y to lift up a voice of mourning, but even 
ro refule to be comforted, 

I know, large encomiaſtica!l praiſes of the dead. 
unleſſe their lives were eminent in goodneſfe, and 
free from any notable blot, are much condemned by 
the moſt judicious and godly Dzrznes, as a thing of 

very evill conſequence: firſt, to che Minſter bimielf, 
who hereby 1s evi!l ſpoken of, asa man who fora re- 
ward,or {ome other baſe reſpeR (like unworthy He- 
ra'ds) will give greateſt badges of honour to any ig- 
noble perſon. Sccondiy, to the deceaſed, whileſt ic 
occaſions {ome others, who haply knew them berrer, 
to rake into their lives, and lay cpen their former 
faulrs, which ocherwiſe had been buried in oblivion, 
Thirdly,bur the worſt of all is,that wicked men make 
thisa fearfull ftumbling-bloecke; who when they heare 
{uch men highly commended, in whom peradventure 
they knew ſuch and ſuch enormities, doe hereupon 
conclude, that our preaching for abandoniug of all 
evill is ofno grearnecefſlity, even in the Preachers own 
judgement; who ſends men to heaven in. his Funerall 
Orations, who yer /zved, and (for ought they know) 
ayed inthe pratice of ſuch things as the Miniſter u- 
| ſeth ro declaime againſt, Bur I am called co ſpeake of 
a man ſo eminent and excellent, ſo wiſe and graciom, io 
good and uſefull, whoſe works ſo praiſe him un every gate, 
that it I ſhould altogether hold my tongue, the chil- 
dren and babes I had almoſt ſaid, the ſtoxes ) would 
ſpeak : upon whoſe Herſe could [ (catter the {weereſt 
flowers, the higheſt expreſſions of Rheroricke and els- 
quence , you weuld thinke I fell ſhort of bis worth ; 
you would ſay, ths very name, JOHN, Þ YI M,cx- 
pceſierh - 
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prefſeth more then all my words could doe , ſhould I 
lay of him, as they of Tz:us, that he was Amor & del;- 
ciegeneris bumani : ſhould I {ay of his death, 15 once the 
S$zcilzans upon the Greczans departure, Totum wer perias 
ex anno Sicil;ano :fhould I fay, he was not onely as exe 
of Davids thirtie worthies, but ene of the three, one of 
the firſt three, even the firſt and chzefe of them, the 
Tachmonite who ſate in the (eat: ſhoutd I ſay,our whole 
land groanerh at hu death, as the carth arthe fall of a 
great mountaine, I might doe it without envie in this 
Afembly : Yea, ſhould I write a whole booke in hs 
commendation, and publiſh it, many of you wou!d ſay 
as a Philoſopher once did, whofalling on 2 booke enti- 
tuled Encomwmm Hercults , ſaid with indignation , Er 
quis Lacedsn.0nmwum eum wituperat ? he thought ir time 
111 ſpeur, ro praiſe him whom none could blame: and 
I beleeve your ſelves are reſolved to make ſome ſuch 
monumenr of your high eſteeme of him , that after. 
apes,as well as the preſent,ſhall know you valued hi» 
above my words, ButTIamwell pleaſed to be zmpay 
buic negotio: Eſt hoc maximum laudzs genus, quum orato- 
mis copram wvirtus exuperet & magnitudo laudatt ; ſicque 
vince nobis eſt multo glorioſius quam ſepe viciſſe. And 
for that I am able co (ay, I am preſencly at a lofle , ha. 
ving in my ſerious thoughts viewed him in hes naturals, 
in h:s moralls, in his graces, iv bu relations, in bis pub. 
licke and private behaviour , inopem me copia fectt, 1 
know I conld not ſpeake long, but you would be weas 
Ty of ſuch aſpeaker; and I remember Saluſts ſpeech, 
when he was to ſpeike of Carthage. Preſtat tacere quam 
pauca dicrye, then I wiſhe ſerioully that ic had fallen to 
the lot of ſome fuch able rongue, to have ſo charatte- 
1!ze(d 
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rized and deciphered bem before you, that you who 
now mourne for by lofſe, and knew his worth , might 
ſay, This 25 thevery image of the Man;and might once ar 
leaſt be refreſhed to ſee His lively picture repreſented 
to your eyes, by ſuch a tongne as was ſuicable to His 
worth, and thzs preſent Auduory; that that might have 
been your refreſhing, which was once Cyprians Audi. 
cors, toheare the Martyrs praiſed by ſuch an Orarour 
as jr Was.

confine my (elf rothart rule which B4ſi{(worthily cal- 
led the great ) obſerved in the praiſe of Gordzus the 
Martyr. Its the caſtome of che World (faid he)when 
they would praiſea man, to ſpeake of his Famzly, to 
derive his Pedigree through many diſcenrs, to open to 
the full his education, parts,and {earning.and ſuch other 
accompliſhments : Sed Eccleſia hee tanquam ſupervacus 
damztu : The Church lookes onely at thoſe things which 
may glorafie Chriſt in bis Saints,and thereby do good to them 
who remaine alxve, According to this rule, I ſhall for- 
beare to ſpeake any thing of his Famzly, Education, nd- 
turall endowmen:s, His cleare underſtanding , quick ap» 
prehenſcon, ſingular dexteritze in diſpatch of buſines:flis 
other moralleminences,in His juſtice, patience, tempe? 
racace,ſobriety, chaſticy, liberality, hoſpitality : His 
extreme humanity ,affabiliry,curteſie,cheerfulneſſe of 


ſpiric in every condition; and (as a juſt reward and 
{weet 
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zuſt fruitof all theſe) the high and deare cfteeme and 
reſpe& which hee had purchaſed in the hearts of all 
men of every ranke, who were acquainted with hem 
ſuch onely excepted, of whom to bee loved and well 
reporred, is ſcarce compatible with true verrue: All 
men who knew him, either lov'd or hated him in ex. 
rremity * ſuch as were good, extremely delighted in 
him, as taken in a ſweet captivicy with his matchleſſe 
worth; the bad as much hated Him, our of their an- 
tipathy againſt ir, 

Bur,all theſe things (thongh moſt deſirable and ex» 
ce!lenr in their place) I pafle over,and ſha'l infiſt only 
upon 1wo things,which alone are defirable in any man, 
which indeed make a man mor? precious then Gold, then 
the fine gold of Ophir: Firſt, he was a true Chriſtian man, 
a faithiull ſervant of 7eſuws Chriſt, one who log ſhice 
ws borne agnineof Wat?r and ihe Holy Ghoſt engratred 
into Chriſt, adopted ro be the Childe of Go | juſtified 
freely by his grace, renewed in the ipiric of hi mind, 
ſanRified chroughour, in ſpirir, ſ©ule and body : one 
who had made God his portion, and Gods word 
his guide: who in his whole courle had !eft off ro 
faſhion himſelfe according ro the \Vorld, but in all 
things ſtudied ro know(as his rale )whar was the good 
and perfeRt will of God: ina word, He was a ire Na- 
thamel, tm whom there was nogaile, 

Secondly, Hee was a man of a publike ſpirit, a moſt 
nſcfull man, Me was the good Man of tha Text,whol- 
ly laid our for the publike good : the publike ſatcty 
was written in His heart, as men report, Queen Ma- 
ry (aid, that Cailis ws in hers: it was Hes meat and 
drinke, #4 worke, Hts exerciſe, His recreation, His 

plealure, 
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pleature, #:5 ambition, His all : What '-e was, was 
ovely ro promote the publike good : in and for this 
Heliv'i, iv and by this He died, And this excellent 
aſctull ſpiritof His, was accompanied wich three ad- 
micable properties, wherein he excclicd a'l thatever 
Ikuew,aud molt thateverT rcatof: Firſt, ſuch ſingle- 
ne je of heart, that no by-reſpeR could any whic ſway 
L:m; no iſpectof any Friend: Heregarded them in 
th:c1z cur place, but knew neither Brother, Kinſman, 
not Friend, Superior nor T1ferior, when they ſtood 
in ee way tc hinder his purfuicof the publike good ; 
AMagrs amicaReſpublica: find heuſed to fay,Such a one i 
my entire fried , 10 whom I am muth obliged, but I _ 
20: pay my prevate debts out of the publtke ſtock, Yea,no ſelf- 
reſpe#,no private endsot Hs owne or tamily,were in 
any degree regarded, but Himſelf and His were whol. 
ly ſwallowed up in the care of the publike ſafery; in- 
ſomuch that when friends have often put Himin mind 
of his family and Poſterity , and preſt him, that al- 
though be regarded not himſelf,yer heoughr toprovide 
that it might be well with hes Family; (a thing which 
they thought he mighregſily procure ;) hzs ordinary 
anſwer was, 1f zt went well wth the publike ns family was 
well enough. 

Secondly, ſuch conſtancy and reſolution, that no feare 
of danger, or hope of reward, could at any time (0 
much as unſettle hw. How often was his life in dan- 
. ger? vvhat a Worid of threats and menaccs have bin 
ſent Hmm from time to time? Ye: Ichallenge the 
Man that ever ſaw Him ſhaken by any of them, or 
thereby deveried from, or retarded in His right way of 


adyaucing the publike good: nor could the offers of 
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the greateſt promorions(rvhich Exglandcould afford) 
in any meaſure be a block in His way : in that He was

[wim,if the cauſe of God and his people did everfinke: 
His ſpirit was not ſo lovy, as to let the whole World

Thirdly, ſuch YVawearzableneſſe , thar from three of 
the Clock in the morning tothe ev2ning,and from e- 
veninsg to midnight.rhis vvas hs conſtant employmear, 
( except only the time of has drawing nighto GodJto be 
tome wayor orher helpfull rowards the pablike good, 
burning out his Caudle co give light roorthers. Who 
knowsnort all this to bee rrue, who knevy this Mans 
converſation ? notoenely ſince the time of this Par- 
liament, but for many yeers rogether hath Yebeene a 
great pillar co uphold our ſinking frame; a Maſter 
workman.lebouring to repaire our ruinous houſe;and 
under the weight of this worke hath the Lordper- 
mitted this rare Workman to be overthrown : and 
that's all I meane to ſay of His Lite. 

And as His life, ſuch was His Death, enjoying all 
the time of his ſicknes the ſame evenneſſe of ſpirit which 
he had in the time of his health, with an "dition of a 
more cleare evidence of Gods love in Jeſus Chriſt, and 
moſt ready ſubjeAion ro Gods will , to live or dye at 
Gods choice; profeſſiug to my ſelf, that ir was to Him 
a moſt indifferent thing 10 (1ve or «je: if Hee liv'd, Hee 
would doe vyhat ſervice He could; if Hee dyed, Hee 
ſhould goe to that God whom He had ſerv'd, and who 


would carry on his worke by ſome others : And - Os 
thers 
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thers Hefaid, thar if his Life and Death were put into 
a paire of ballances, He would not willingly caſt in 
onedramrtoturne the ballance cither way. This was 
his temperall the time of his fickneſle; bur as He drevv 
| nigher to hi end, the ſwifter His motion was to God- 

wards;enjoving more abundant comfort in His ſpirit, 
more frequentiy pouring ont Hs heart in prayer : 
and whereas former)y h:s Solloguzes and private de- 
votions were only betwixr God and bi own Soule , 
now,out of the abundance of his heart, his mouth was 
compel'd to ſpeake, and that fo audibly , that ſuch of 
his Family or Friends, who endeavoured to bee neere 
Him (leſt he ſhould faint away in his weaknefſe) have 
over-heard Him importunatly pray for the Kxgs 
Majeſty, and his Poſteruy , for the Parliament, and the 
Publike Cauſe; tor Himpelfe begging nothing, but thar if 
His worke were done, tle tight bee received into 
his Maſters joy: And a little betore His end, 
being recovered out of a ſwound, ſeeing hzs friends 
weeping about Him, he cheerfully cold chem , bee had 
look'r death inthe face, and knew.,and therfore fear'd 
nor the worſt it could doe; aſſuring them,b4es hears was 
| filled with more comfort and joy , which hee found and felt 
| from Godyghen His 19ngue was able tomntter;and ſoon after 

(whilſta Reverend and godly Miniſter was at prayer 
with Him) He quietly ſlept in the Lord, 

It may bee ſome of you expect I ſhould confure the 
Calumnies and Reproaches which that generation of 
Men who envied his Life,doe already begjn to ſpread 
and ſetup in Lbe/s concerning his Death), as that hee 
dyed Raving, cryizg out againſt that Canſe wherein 
he had beene ſo great an inftramene; Charging him 
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to die of that loathſome Diſeaſe. which that accurled 
Balſack, in his Booke of (landers againſt Afr Cal. 
vin, charged him to dye of, Bur I forbeare 
to ſpend time needleſſly, co wipe off thoſe 
reproaches, which | know none of you believe, And 
this will ſatishe the #orld againſt ſnch fGand-rs; thar 
20 lefle then exght Defors of Phylick, of unſuipeRed 
integricy,aad lome ot them $:ran'ers tobim(itaot of 
different Religion tram him) purpoſely requeſted co 
be preſent ac the opening of his Body: a1:d well neere 
2 thoulaad people, firit and laſt , who came many of 
chem out of carioſity , and were freely permirred ro 
ſee his Corps, can,and doe abundancly telſtifie rhe 
falfhood and foulneſſe of this Report; the Difcaſe 
whereof he dyed, being no other then an Impoſthume 
in his Bowels.

hand a plentifull reward for ail his Labours, 
I beſeech you, let not any of you have one (ad 
thought rouching him. Nor ſecondly , would I have 
you mourne out of any ſuch apprehenſion as the Enemies 
have, and for which they rejoice; as if owr Cauſe vvere 
not good, or wee ſhou!d loſe ir for want of hands and 
heads ro carry it on : No,no, beloved,this Cauſe muſt 
proſper; and although we were all dead , our Armies 
overthrown,ard even our Parliaments diffolved, this 
Cauſe muſt prevail; out of the mouth of Babes and Suck- 
ling s, will God ordene ftirength to quell all the Enemies of 
it : evenihe great Enemy, andthe Avenger, Nor ſhould 
we much mourne, becauſe the Exemzes rejoyce: Icon- 
{efle iris as a Sword in our Bowels, to heare their blaſ- 
phemzes; bur as in rejation of the Cauſe, their blaſphe- 
mies need not troubleus; Let my enemy (faid Job)be as 
the wicked; and h: that riſeth up againſt me, as the ungodly; 
Let them fill up the meaſure of their wickrdne ſe, God 
will the ſooner rake acourſe witii them, and the more 
eminently and [peedily plead our Caule : bur ler us 
mou'nethar we hive thus farre provoked the Lord God ts 
diſpleaſure, and to manifeſt it by ſuch heavy ſtroakes, 
that wee are deprzved of ſuch an Excellext Godly man, 
ſuch a Parrzot , (uch a Light, ſuch an Example, ſuch a 
Store-houſe of good, (uch a Jewell ſnarch'r out of our bos 
ſome, as we ail knew him to be.and chart we have ſuch 
a ſad pred:i?10n in his death of the increaſe and piolon- 
gation of our Calam'ries, 


Bur eſpeczalh(right Honourable Lords and Gentle- 
| men) 
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men) let me prevaile with you ro make ſuch «ſe of him, 
Heb,t1.4 that with eAbel, though he be dead, he may till ſpeak 
Gbn 12.24, unto you ; that, as a grarme of corne, he may prove more 
fruiufull when buried under the ground, then while he [;- 
ved with us upon earth. And cerrainly, if God ſends us 
Prav.6.6. - to the Piſmzre, to conſider her waies, and thereby to 
learne wiſdome; it can be no diſparagement to any of 
youto conſider his worth, and thereby to grow betcer ; 
I ſhall therefore make bold ro propound him, as Biſhop 
Mountacute did Maſter Perkins in his Funerall Sermon, 
Tobe the Man that taught Emngiand to ſerve God, and Ai 
niſterstopreach Jeſus Chriſtlo Maſter John Pymto be the 
Man, whoſe example may teach all our Nobles and Gentle: 
men, to be good Chriftians, good Patriots, good Parhament- 

men. You all knew him well, and knew 

That he was not 4 man, who when he was called to the 
publike ſervice of his countrey , lay here 19 ſattsfie his luſt s, 
ſpending hu 11me in riot and wantonneſſe, in gaming , drink:- 
ng, whoring, &c. Take heed none of you be luch, 

He w45 not a manwheprovda Trauour to God and his 
countyey, and the cauſe of Religion, which he bad ſolemnly 
proteſted to maimarne, Take heed none of you be ſuch, 

Hee was not 4 man , who (though hee appeared often in 
the Parliament houſe , yet) neither promoted good cauſes 
humſelfe,nor willingly permitted others io do 8, Take heed 
there be none ſuch among you. 

He was not a man who own'd the good cauſe ſo loxg a5 i: 
was liketo thrive, and then tackt-about when it ſeemed to 
decline ; reſolved to ſecure himſelfe, what ever became of the 
publike, Beware none of you be ſuch. 

He was not 4 man who would feed himſclfe, or feather his 
ne neſt, or provide for bis family or frieuas out of the pub.

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like Stocke or ;reaſure of the Kingdome, Take heed none 
of you be ſuch. 

He was not 4 max Who would favour the cauſe of his 
friend, or preſſe too heartily againſt his enemy ; he was no re- 
ſpefter of perſons in any cauſe or judgement, Take heed 
none of you doe ſo, 

He was not a man who would conſider how far any pub- 
like ſervice would ſtand with his owne privace deſignes, and 
"romote the one no further then the other could be driven on 

*#h it. Beware this be none of your condition, 

He was not 4 man who for maintaining Or propagating 
ery private opinion, or way of hs owne, would haz.zard the 
publique ſafety. Take heed none of you be ſuch, 

He was not a man who feared to promotethe Reformanioy 
of Relig 10n, leſt himſelfe ſhould be brought under the joke of 
zt, Take heed rhat none of you doe fo. 

Nora man living (I beleeve) could juſtly taxe him 
for any of theſe; Cod grant none of you may be found 
euilty of any one of thegn inthe day of your account, 
}fyoube ſuch, or ſhould prove ſuch, let me tell you, 
it's moſt probable you do bur davce ina ner; Allgood 
men are not Fooles, ſome of them will diſcover you : 
however, though we may poſlibly ſuffer a while by 
your wickednefle, yer ſoone enough to your owne rus 
ine your ſinges will hivde you out, | 

Bur in fteadof theſe things, he was the holy man ,the 
00d man,adorned with that zmegraty, conſtancy, and un= 
weartableneſſein doing good, which I betore told you 
of : Goe, and doe likeniſe 5 Ger ſuch an uprighe heart © 
God: Lay cut your {elves wholly in the publike cauſe; 
Put both your hands to this worke, and the ſmaller 
your number is, be th= more diligent, and fail the _ 
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ſer to it; Ser ſelfe, and ſelfe-reſpeRts, aſide; Drive 6 

deſignes of four owne ; Count it reward enough, te 
ſpend, and be ſpent ia this cauſe; Eſteeme the work: 
more worth then all your lives ;.{micate him io*theis 
things: So might you make him, az another Sampſon 
more advantagious to the cauſe of God in his Death 
then ever he wasin his whole! Lefe. 

You have done well thus to follow his Corps with 
honour to his Bed of reſt: you have done well ro ap 
point a Committee ro conſider his debts, and how kee 
hath waſted his eſtate as well as {pence his life in the 
pab'ike ſervice, that ſo his Family may finde he did not
